The sensation at Lakeside yesterday was the 
defeat of Redskin in the mile handicap, and the 
victory of La Creole at 40 to 1, with King Bors 
second at 30 to 1. Redskin was giving away a 
lot of weight and finished last, not being per- 
servered with the last furlong, La Creole made 
all the running and won by two lengths, while 
King Bors was a bad last for the first three- 
quarters. Little Hothersall shook him up with 
all the vigor he had, in the stretch and managed 
to land second. 

The track was slow, the weather warm and 
the attendance large. Two favorites, Tom An- 
derson and Irene Woods, won. Cunarder was a 
well backed second choice. 

The .opening race was won handily by Cunar- 
der from Mr. Dunlap. In the two-year-old race, 
Tom Anderson was an odds on favorite, and a 
strong play backed Cogent down from 10 to 6 to 1. 
Anderson won very easily, but Cogent expended 
all he had to beat Golightly, a head for the 
place, with Brown Eyes a head off, fourth. 

In the six and a half furlongs for 3-year-olds, 
Irene Woods had all she could do to beat Elu- 
sive, the pair finishing ten lengths ahead of 
Peep O’Day II, who just scraped in in front of 
Ida Wagner. 

Old Glenoid was never better in his life than 
at present, and with Hothersall up he won the 
five furlongs, beating Bob Lee, Simmons and 
May Fern. 

Running Bird’s win in the last race was such 
an extraordinary reversal of form that the 
judges requested his owner, II. Sullivan, to depart 
to other fields. Nannie D was a fair second. 

Celia & Sippy have purchased the Merry 
Glen stable from Mr. J. E. Kittson, which con- 
sists of Merry Monarch, a, by Hindoo— Bramba- 
letta, and five two-year-olds, among them Sieg- 
fried by Wagner — Godiva, Aceta by St. Blaise 
— Carmen, a colt by Muscovy— Interest, full 
brother to Cossack, and another by Cheviot. 
Jockey J. Murphy goes with the stable, and 
Celia & Sippy will in future race under the 
name of Merry Glen Stable. 

Numerous alterations and improvements have 
been made at Forsyth. Both the grand stand 
and betting ring have been enlarged, the last 
named 185 feet. Bleachers have been placed on 
the roof of the betting shed, and a new, wide 
walk arranged over the roof to the stand. The 
restaurant and bars have been moved back and 

refitted.

R. P. Waters, who bred Cleophas, owns her 
half brother by Trafalgar — Linnie, recently 
fouled at Bardstown, Ky., and a superb in- 
dividual. 

Moose Taylor, who four years ago, could ride 
at 90 pounds, now tips the beam at 138 pounds, 
and is acting as cashier in C. H. Kingsley’s box 
at San Francisco. 

It is not generally known that Wm. McGuigan 
purchased Prince Lief when the latter was a 
yearling, paying for him $850. For some reason 
or other he did not comply with the conditions 
of the sale, and the colt was resold to Byron 
McClelland. 



Meadowthorpe was not sold with the rest of 
the Pepper string in New York. The colt be- 
longs to Mrs. Pepper and has been placed in M. 
F. Dwyer’s stable at Gravesend. 

That gay deceiver, Santa Anita, known to us 
as Rey el Santa Anita, ran in the Engliish Man- 
chester Handicap, 1 % miles, last Friday, and 
was fifth in 3:13 2-5.
